ment was diagnosed as malarial gastritis. 
At times her condition became very seri- 
ous, so that consultations of physicians 
were deemed necessary, but frequent ral- 
lies gave renewed hope that she would ulti- 


mately recover. During the past week 


especially was her condition considered fa- 
vorable and it was thought that her re- 
moval from the hotel would be possible in 
a few days, as the hotel had closed for the 
season, leaving the patient and attendants 
practically alone in the house. Last night, 
however, a relapse in Miss Davis’« condi- 
tion wag noticed and throughout the night 
she lost strength perceptibly, 

This morning the physician said that the 
end was not far off, and at noon death 
came to end the suffering, which at times 
had been intense. Mrs. Davis had watched 
unremittingly at her daughter’s Lecside 
and she is now bowed with sorrow. 

Mrs. Davis is holding up with great calm- 
ness in her affliction and no fears are at 
present entertained of her health yielding 
to the etrain. 


The sad death of Miss Winnie Davis, the 
Daughter of the Confederacy, will come as 
a profound shock to the confederate vet- 
erans of Atlamta and Georgia, and will b: 
the source of great sorrow to the men wko 
fought for the states of which her futher 
was president. 

The last time the veterans and the gen- 
eral public saw Miss Davis, ih the enjoy- 
ment of good health, was in Atlanta cn 
the occasion of the eighth annual reunion 
of the Confederate Veterans in July. On 
this occasion she made her last pblic ap- 
pearance and it was here in Atlanta she 
stood before the veterans for the last time. 

When Miss Davis appeared pn the plat- 
form at the reunion auditorium and was 
greeted by the veterans—was grected with 
shouts and cheerful words and with an en- 
thusiasm which is seldom displayed—many 
of them knew they would never «ce her 
again. In this hody of 10,000 brave, old vet- 
erans there were many who were gtowlag 
old and who kmew that death would claim 
them before the time of the next reunion. 
None of them thought that Miss Davis, 
who had been present at every reunion 
and who was looked upon by the veterane 
with as much love amd reverence as though 
ehe were their own davehter—none of them 
thought that she the pride of their hearts 
and the true daughter of the confederacy, 
would be colé@ in death a few months after 
they had greeted her. 

The news of her iliness has been eagerly 
read by those old men and each unfavor- 
able report has caused tears to trickle 
down the cheeks of men who knew no fear. 
Each amnouncement of an improvement 
was greeted with joy and now the last and 
saddest announcement of Geath will ecarce- 
ly be realized by the old veterans and their 
hearts will be wrung by grief. . 

Her Reception in Atlanta. é' 


The reception of Miss Davis in Atlanta 
by the veterams at their annual reunion 
was an occasion which will never be for- 
gotten by those who witnessed j«. 
one of those events which are seldom seen 
and which awaken e strange feeling in 
the hearts of both old and young. 

Miss Davis had been greeted by the vet- 
érans before; she was always enthusiasti- 
cally welcomed by them when she went in- 
to their midst and nothing was too good 
for her, but never before was she greeted 
as by the throng of o!d men who gathered 
tn Atlamta during the reunion. 

In the midst of a morning session of the 
reunion aséociation when the great eudi- 
torlum was crowded and packed with vet- 
erans and spectators a woman dressed in 
black made her way to the platform, 
escorted by the highest officers of the as- 
sociation, Shouts and cheers were heard 
when she passed down the aisle, put few 
were able to see her until she stood on the 
platform. The old veterans “rose in one 
mass and shout after shout rent the air. 
Hats flew into the air, the old rebel yell 
was heard and looks of happiness over- 
spread hardened features as the veterans 
recognized the daughter of their deaf chief- 
tan. They paused a moment when General 
Gordon raised his hand and began to speak 
a few words of introduction as Miss Day's 
stepped forward.

Was Seen in the Parade. 


Again, on the occasion of the grand pa- 
rade of veterans pn the final days of the 
reunion, Miss Davis was seen by the vet- 
erans. This was her final appearance 
among them and her ride, though short 
and often interrupted by her enthusiastic 
admirers, was a triumphant one and will 
long live in the memories of the old vet- 
erans who were here. 

in the carriage with Miss Davis were 
Mrs, Stonewall Jackson and Mrs. D. H. 
Hill. The vehicle was drawn by a pair 
of beautiful horses and the carriage was 
open in order that Miss Davis might the 
better how her acknowledgments to the 
greetings of the old veterans. 

One continual shout marked her course 
during the parade. She was surrounded 
by veterans who sought to shake her hand, 
and with tears in their eyes they wished 
her long life and happiness and asked that 
the blessings of God descend on her and 
protect her always. They crowded around 
her and jJaughed, happy to be near her, 
and did her the honors which were due her. 
And those who could not get near her 
made up for it by shouting and giving vent 
to their feelings in the rebel yell. Seldom 
has such a scene been witnessed and sel- 
dom before have old men, many of them 
wounded, and the majority of them infirm, 
been seen to give way to such enthusiasm. 
But this was merely an expression of their 
,love for the daughter of their chieftain. 

This was Miss Davis's last public ap- 
pearance. It was her last visit to Atlanta 
and the last time that she stood in the 
midst of a large gathering.of old veterans, 
for whom she bore such a strong affection. 

Imamediately after thig Miss Davis left 
Atlanta. Only a short while after the re- 
union came the news of her illness. The 
dispatches told of her growing worse and 
yesterday the announcement was made of 


her death. 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill, who introduced

to the sponsors, was deeply grieved at the 
news of Miss Davis's death. 

‘“T am profoundly shocked,’ said Colonel 
Hemphill. “It seems but yesterday that I 
stood before the multitude of veterans who 
were ghouting and cheering with an en- 
thusiasm born of their love for the daugh- 
ter of the confederacy, and introduced to 
them Miss Winnie Davis. Few persons 
have such a warm place in the hearts of 
the veterans as had Miss Davis and her 
death will be the source of great sorrow 
to them.”’

VESUVIUS IS CAUSING ALARM. 


Streams of Lava Are Flowing ip Every 
Direction from the Volcano. 
Naples, September 18.—A state of gloomy 
apprehension prevails among the popula- 
tion regarding the eruption of Vesuvius, 
which ig hourly becoming more active and 

menacing, 

Streams of lava are spreading in every 
direction. The most threatening of these 
flows through the Vedrino valley, which is 
almost filled, The observatory which orig- 
inally stood at a height of 610 meters, is 
now only 27 meters above the sea level, 
owing to the sinking of the ground. 

Seven new craters have formed around 
the central one, and this has not tended to 
diminish the fears formerly felt which 
were based upon the eruption of stenes and 
scoriae similar to that which occurred in 
1872. 


TURES COMPLY WITH’ DEMAND.

Churchman Declares Absolute Indepen- 
dence Is Not Desirable, 
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He Declares That the Religious Orders

Manila, September 18.~In an interview 
here with ‘thim by the correspondent of the 
Associated Press Archbishop Dozal, of the 
Philippine islands, said: 


“I earnestly hope the islands will not 
remain Spanish, because the rebels are 
now so strong that such a course would 
inevitably cause appalling bloodshed. The 
re-conquest of the natives is impossible 
poe Creat years of the most cruel war- 
are. 


He also expressed the -hope that the 
islands would not become absolu:éely irde- 
pendent, because it was certain that dis- 
sensions would occur which would -reeult 
in incessant strife and a lapse into bar- 
barism and the natural indolence of the 
tropica] race. The only tope, the arch- 
bishop declared, was that a strong west- 
ern power would intervene now. LTelay 
was dangerous because the people are in- 
toxicated, vainglorious and restless, 

He said it was undeniable that the .re- 
gious orders must go, because the whole 
people had determined to abdlish them now 
that they were able to render their reten- 
tion impossible. He laid the chief blame 
upon the Dominicans, Augustinans and 
Franciscan recolets, the richest orders, and 
next upon the Benedictines and Caupch- 
ing, which are of less importance.

SPANIARDS READY TO EMBARK. 


Evacuation of Porto Rico Begins as 
Soon as Ships Reach Islands.

ers have not been officially advised to that

Twoships of the Compania Trans-Atlan- 
tic are expected to arrive here on the 26th 
instant.

CAPTAIN ‘ALLYN 


SUCCUMBS TO TYPHOID FEVER 
AT His HOME. 


a 


Lost' His Son at La Quasina, Where 
the Rough Riders Were Engaged 
in Desperate Fight. 


Washington, September 18.—Captain Allyn 
Capron, First artillery, die@ at his home 
near Fort Myer, Va., today. 

Captain Capron was one of the best 
known officers in the regular army. He 
had devoted himself particularly to the 
artillery branch of the service, having 
been an honor graduate of the artillery 
school in 1873, and was regarded as an 
authority on artillery tactics. When Gen- 
eral Shafter’s corps went to Santiago Cap- 
tain Capron accompanied it and his bat- 
tery did notably fine work in the battle 
of Santiago. During the first day’s fight 
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CAPTAIN ALLYN CAPRON. 
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before the city Captain Capron’s son, Cap- 
tain Allyn M. Capron, of the Rough Rid- 
ers, was killed. The death of his son 
preyed upon the father’s mind, but he 
never swerved for an instant from his duty 
during the terrible days that followed. The 
seeds of disease were sown in hig system 
during the Cuban campaign and he re- 
turned to his home at Fort Myer, near 
this city, only to be stricken down with 
typhoid fever. His death occurred about 
12 o’clock today. 

Captain Capron was born in Florida and 
entered the military academy as. a cadet 
in 1863. After graduation he was made a 
second lieutenant of the First artillery on 
the 17th of June, 1867, and was an officer 
of that regiment until his death.

subsequent events have shown that we were 
Tight in opposing a bond issue, if for no 
other reagon than because such an issue 
was not needed, As a matter of fact the 
war ended before the bonds could be de- 
livered to subscribers, with the result that 
there is piléd up ih the treasury an enhorm- 
ous surplus of money, to which every 
day's recéipts is adding something. The 
secretary is devising methods of getting 
rid of it, because a serious congestion is 
feared if the drain frum the circulation in- 
to the treasury is continusd Say what 
they please with regard to the matter, the 
republicams were wrong in t.ieir position 
@nd the democrata were right.” 


Stone and the) Party Success. | 
Former Governor Stone, of Missouri, who, 
although now out of office, is regarded as 
the democratic leader of that atate, has 
furnished an interesting contribution to the 
discussion of matters political through The 
New York Journal. Governor Stone is re- 
garded by many democrats as the most 
likely mam to be chairman of the demo- 
cratic national convention in the next 
presidential campaign, and for that reason 
his views are regarded as particularly sig- 
nificant. However, whether he is chair- 
man or not, he is sure to be am important 
factor in shaping the; work of that cam 
paign; and as a leading western democrat 
his views are interesting. 

Of the issues of the next great presiden- 
tial campaign Governor Stone writes: 

‘In my opinion, the next democratic na- 
ticnal convention will again declare for 
the free coinage of silver, and it will be 
done by a practically unanimous vote. The 
party, as a whole, is intensely in earnest 
in its-advocacy of bimetallic coinage. It 
wil] not cede from this position; it will not 
go backward, 

“t believe the rext nationa} democratic 
convention will also’ press our maritime 
interests to the front and make the rehahb- 
llitation of our merchant navy a leading 
issue of the campaign. I say ‘issue’ be- 
cause any serious effort to rebuild our 
merchant navy on a large scale will ne- 
cessitate a bold assault on those republican 
policies which have destroyed our maritime 
interests for the benefit of a special mo- 
nopoly, and because thé existence of a 
great merchant navy would of itself put 
forces into operation which would soon 
demolish that whole fabric of protection 
so artfully contrived by our republican op- 
ponents. 

“If we expand our maritime interes’s, 
We must seek trade; if we covet dominion 
of the seas, we must control the markets 
of the world. But this we cannot do if 
we exclude others from our oOWii mar- 
Kets. If we put ‘Private and Exclusive’ 
over the gateways to our ports, we cannot 
expect a free welcome into the ports of 
other countries. 

‘Tine two things are inconsistent and im- 
possible. But we should fill the seus with 
our ships. What we need above aj) things 
are markets. The productive capacity of 
our country, already great beyond com- 
parison, can be quadrupled; and the inven- 
tive genius ahd busjness skill and -enter- 
prise of our people are confessedly superior 
to all otthers. If we undertake in dead 
earnest to do the carrying trade of the 
world and to central the world’s commerce, 
we will soon outstrip all competition. 
Think what we might do if we snould do our 
best. 

A Great Opportunity. 

‘‘Let me illustrate! Of Our ehurmous cot- 
ton product We manufficture only a small 
per cent. (I will not venture into statis- 
tics off-hand.’ By far the greater part is 
shipped abroad, fabrickted in foreign mills, 
and made the basis ‘of & vast commerce 
for foreign countries. All this cotton is 
manufactured somewhere, it is transported 
in somebody’s ships, and the Manufactures 
are suid somewhere ih the markets of the 
world. 

“Why should not we manufacture our 
own cotton, carry ‘the goods in our own 
ships, and sell or exchange them ourselves 
to those who have need of them? If this 
Should be done it would greatiy enhance 
our manufacturing interests, give employ- 
ment to thousands, and by stimulating de- 
mand increase the market price of the raw 
material. 

“What is true of cotton is equally true 
of other things. If we find ma-kets to ab- 
sorb our products, the mills and men to 
make them will follow; they will all grow 
up together. Can we find the markets? 
I believe we can—in the Orient; aye, and 
in Europe, too, for with our superior ma- 
chinery and workmen we can pay ‘higher 
wages and yet comipete with Europe for 
trade’ in her own markets. But if we want 
the world’s markets, we must go to them, 
If we desire to dominate the world’s com- 
merce, we must be equipped for the work. 

Must Have a Great Navy. 

“To be so equipped we must have the 
greatest merchant navy afloat. AH this is 
good old democratic doctrine. It was a fa- 
vorite policy of our fathers in ante-belluimn 
days. I believe it will be again. And, 
therefore, I believe the next democratic 
convention will push the revival of our 
maritime interests to the front and make 
it a leading issue; and, incidentally, will 
insist upon the speedy construction of the 
Nicaragua canal and the necessary en- 
largement of our navy. To my mind there 
is so much of prosperity and glory to our 


‘country to be gained by this policy that l 


believe it will command the support of the 
people of all classes and sections when it 
is fully presented and understood. 

“Apropos to this I belleve it should be 
the policy of the democratic party to have 
our government seek the closest alliance 
with Mexico and Central and South 
America, and, I may add, with Canada 
also. We ought to form with them, or as 
many of them as possible, a bimetallic 
union, and make bimetallism an American 
policy in ppposition to the European policy 
of monometallism. If we take the lead 
and offer the proper inducements and en- 
couragement, this can be done. We can so 
unite the Americas 4s to rule the world, 
not by force of arms, but by the arts of 
peace. 

“I believe I. have indicated what will 
probably be the leading issues of the next 
campaign. There will, of course, be other 
issues of more or less importance, but I 
have said so much already that I must not 
attempt to further particularize. Those I 
have named will be, in my opinion, the is- 
sues in which the. people will take the 
greatest interest. Expansion of the cur- 
rency by the free coinage of silver, and the 
expansion of commerce by rebuilding the 
merchant marine should be our battle cry.”

ARE DISAPPOINTED 


Porto Rice Has Not Beem a Success fer 
the Fortune Seeker. 


IT IS A DELIGHTFUL PLACE 


Treasury Official Who Has Been Over 
There Discusses the Place. 


THE COUNTRY IS THICKLY POPULATED 


More People Reside on the Island Than 
Live in the State of Mas- 
chusetts. 


Washington, fJeptember 18.—(Special.)— 
Some of those who went to Porto Rico ex- 
pecting to find it a bonanza land have 
come back disappointed, but those who ex- 
pected normal things—who temember that 
the island‘ is small and already thickly 
populated—are more than pleased with this 
new acquisition to our national territory. 

“As a delightful winter resort, a valu- 
able tropical garden and an important 
strategic point,” said Mr. O. P. Austin, a 
treasury official, who is just back from 
there, “Porto Rico Is a valuable acquisi- 
tion.” Mr. Austin is chief of the treasury 
bureau of statistics, and, naturally, his 
visit has resulted in some highly interest- 
ing figures. 

“But,” continued Mr. Austin, “it must 
not be expected that so small an island 
can become a large factor in supplying the 
$250,000,000 worth of tropical productions 
which the people of the United States an- 
nually consume, or that it can absorb a’ 
very large percentage of the $1,200,000,000 
worth of our annual pfoductions—*malier 
in area than the state of Connecticut and 
with a population less than that of the 
city of Brooklyn, it may not be able to 
meet the somewhat extravagant expecta- 
tions which enthusiastic people have found 
with reference to it. 

More Dense Than Massachusetts. 

“Settled by Spain more than a century 
earlier than the landing of the pilgrims 
at Plymouth Rock, its population is now 
more dense than that of Massachusetts 
4nd the prospect of materially ‘increasing 
its productiveness is not flattering. “Moun. 
tainous from center to circumference, the 
1,000,000 people who occupy its 3;760 square 
miles of territory have put under eultiva« 
tion most of the valuable soll; and while 
their methods of culture and transporta- 
tfon are in many cases very primitive, it 
cannot be expected that the productions 
of this densely populated and closély cul 


tivated area can be largely increased or 
its consumption greatly multiplied. The 
valleys and coast’ lands are how well oc- 
cupied with sugar estates, the area ad- 
joining these is devoted to tobacco, and 
the mountain sides to the very peaks are 
occupied by large coffee plantations, with 
patches of cocoanuts, bananas, plantains, 
breadfruit, oranges and other tropical 
fruits scatiered among them. Whiie the 
206.000 of its population who live in cities 
and villages enjoy some of the conveniences 
to which our people are accustomed, the 
large proportion of the rural population 
is of extremely simple habits in the mat- 
ter of food, clothing and habitation, anda 
with small earning capacity and a small 
per capita of a depreciated currency, can- 
not be expected to soon become large con- 
sumers of our products. A little rice, a 
very little flour, a few beans and plenty 
of bananas, plantains, breadfrult and veg- 
etables satisfy their physical necessities; 
a few yards of cotton cloth for the adults 
‘and nothing for the children, meet their 
principal requirements for clothing, while 
a few. rough boards and a plentiful supply 
of plantain and palm leaves supply the 
material for the humble 4wellings through- 
out the interior and in many of the vil- 
lages. With but about one-fifth of its pop- 
viation able to read and write, the knowl- 
edge of the outside world is extremely 
limited, and with only 150 miles of rall- 
road and less than 250 miles of good wagon 
road on the island, the means of inter- 
communication are not such as to enable 
@ prompt stimulation of its production or 
consumption.” Most of the good roads, and 
some of them are very fine, run from 
town to town along. the coast, though 
there is one exception in the military road 
connecting Ponce, on the south shore, with 
San Juan, on thé north shore. Most of 
the interior, however, is only reached by 
bridle paths, over which transportation Is 
effected by packs carried on small ponies. 
In the cities and towns most of the trans- 
portation is by bullocks yoked in primitive 
fashion to two-wheeled cafts and urged 
to their work by a sharp-pointed pole in 
the hands of a native driver, who walks 
in front of his team, turning to give them 
a vigorous punch when they do not follow 
with sufficient speed. The cattle of the 
island are of a superior class, similar in 
appearance to the Jersey cattle, but with 
broad horns, the cows being driven from 
door to door in the towns and milked into 
bottles in the presence of the customer, 
while the calves stand patiently upon the 
sidewalk awaiting the removal of the peri- 
patetic dairy to the residence of the next 
customer. 

Spanish the Popular Tongue. 

‘Education on the island is not of a 
high order: A sort of public school system 
prevails in some of thé towns and eities, 
but in the interior reading and writing, 
except among the plantation Owhers and 
managers, are rare. Spanish is the popu- 
lar ton@ué, though the natives of France, 
of whom there are quite a number, retain 
their language, and there are in the towns 
some English speaking negroes from St. 
Thomas and other nearby English colonies 
who prove usefuleas interprefers to the 
Americans already on the island, One of 
the two daily newspapers published in 
Ponce prints ofie page in English out of 
compliment to the new conditions, most of 
the matter so published being extracts 
from the constitution of the United States 
and sketches of the lives of our distin- 
guished men. There are Catholic churches. 
in all the cities and large towns,-some of 
them dating back over a century, hand- 
sqmely finished within: and representing 4 
large expenditure of money. There is one 
Protestant church at Ponce, said to have 
beén the only one in the Spanish West 
Indies, but it is at present unoccupied. 
‘There are theaters in the principal cities, 
and séveral of the leading towns have tel- 
ephones and are connected by télegraph 
lines aggregating about 400 miles in : 
while cable communication is had with the 
United States at $1.17 per word. 


The Money in Use. 


. “The currency and finances of the 


is the peso, of 100 centavos, co 
in appearance with our silver 
weighing 385.6 grains, and generally spoken 
of as a ‘dollar.’ There are also smalier 
silver coins of 5, 10, 20 and 4 centavos, 
the ® centavo piece being known a# 
‘peseta,’ also copper coins of 1 and 2 cen- 
tavos. The Spanish government makes 00 
attempt to maintain the standing of these 
silver coins and they represent little more 
than their bullion value,.the banks and 
merchants gladly exchanging $1.75 in this 
coin for $1 in our silver or paper, and ex- 
changes being sometimes made at two 
for one and even higher. The native 
drivers, boatmen and venders have 4l- 
ready learned the euperior value of our 
coins, and & 2% cent piece in United States 
coin is readily accepted at from 4 to ® 
cents in payment for their services. That 
it will be necessary to take up this fluec- 
tuating coin when our permanent measure 
of value permeates this island is generally. 
conceded, but just what plan should be 
adopted in fixing the rate at which obDill- 
gations made in Porto Rican eotn shall 
be paid in that of the United States is 4 
matter for statesmen to determine. An- 
other interesting question in this connee- 
tion is whether or not the plantation labor 
which has in the past beén satisfied with 
i to 60 cents per day in Porto Riean 
money will be content to accept 2 to 3 
cents per day in our coins in its stead. 
The silver money coined and sént to the 
island by Spain aAthoynted to six 
million dollars’ or, pesos, and 
there has been nddead ahout one 
milion in money by certain of the five 
banks of the island, some of which stands 
at par with the silver and some at a dis- 
count, but it. is seldom seen in ordinary 
business transactions. The fact that ouf 
Own government has fust sent In a ship- 
ment to the island a sum equal in value 


that it will be immediately put into ¢ireu- 
lation through its payment. to the troops 
scattered over the island furnishes a sug- 
gestion as to the probable increase of the 
currency and increased disparitv in valteé. 


Investments in Porto Rico. 


“Much interest is already being eVinced 
by people from the United States in the 
matter of investments in Porto Rico ard 
on this subject there is a variety of up'n- 
fons. Coffee plantations are first cons!d- 
ered, as they have a reputation of having 
paid from 15 to % per cent profit annually 
upon their cost. They are ‘eid at high 
prices. (however, from $75 to $2 per ecre 
in Porto Rican money, according fo loca- 
tion, quality of coffee produesd, ave of 
trees, etc. The western part of the island 
is considered the best for coftee ard pro- 
duces the celebrated ‘Cafe Caraco'ilin’ 
which fs all sent to Eurove at the ¢srort 
price of 32 cents per pound in Porto Rican 
money. Sugar plantations are considered 
next in importance. and are srelniively 
higher fn price because of tte mite ex- 
pensive machinery required, while their 
attractiveness as investments is reduced 
by the fact that many plantations 
have of late been abandoned as 
such and turned tnto cattle ranges. ‘Tobac- 
co has been very profitaple of late lecansa 
of the shortage in Cuban toba‘co for which 
it has been substituted. though whether it 
will continue its popularity when the Cu- 
bean article resumes its nermal noeition in 
the market is uncertatn. Tropical fruits 
have had little attention,, either among lo- 
cal exporters of American investors, but 
m'rzht prove more profitab'e than the other 
interests more discussed, as they are ready 
for shipment at a time of the year when 


begun receiving the Florida or California 
fruits. 

“As to the increase which may be ex- 
pected tn the production and coneumption 
of the island, it will depend 
upon the lmprovements made in harbors. 
roads, transtortation facilities, ete.. apd

With the opening of roads to the interior 
it is probable that considerable land not

fit wreatly increased by modern methods 
of cultivation afid transportation, and the 
consuming power of the island increased 
in about the same proportion. Even should 
this happen, however, the island coul fur- 
nish but about 10 per cent of our annual 
consumption of tropical products, and con- 
sume but about 2 per cent of our annual 
exports. 


May Be Successful. 


be successful jn Porto Rico are those re- 
lated to the tropical productions which 
flourish there, and cannot flourish in the 
United States, while to our own temperate 
climate and well-established industries 
should be left the task of supplying the 
general food products and manwficivres 
required by the people there, sending tLem 
the products of our grain fields and facto- 


with their tropical growths. An acre of land 
in Porto Rico-can produce more of value 
in sugar or coffee or tobacco or fruit than 
if planted in corn or pota‘ves or ured as 
pasture, while there are sivgle counties 
in the United States larger than ail Porto 
Rico which are only suitable for ihe pro- 
duction of these genera] food supplies, 
“While thére is A general demand for 
manufacturers in Perto Rico, they can be 
more cheaply supplied by eer great facto- 
fies-at home than to attempt .hetr monn- 
facture there, especially as no coal has yet 
been developed in the island, ar+! fuel is 
bigh and water power nut to be re,ted 
upon. Ice factories and breweri:s would

Made Men and Women Weep, 


A MIGHTY THRONG OF PEOPLE| 


Clasing Scenes at the Big Revival In 
Cartersullle, 


MANY VISITORS FROM MILES AWAY 


Never Before Has the Evangelist 
Preachei to Such Large Crowds. 
Every Day Tabernacle Has 
Been Crowded—Yester- 
day’s Meeting.

Cartersville, Ga., September 18.—(Special.) 
Fifteen thousand people thromged the 
streets of Cartersville and crowds filled the 
tabernacle this morning to hear Rev. Sam 
Jones preach on the closing day of one of 
the greatest religious revivals ever witness- 
ed in this state. 

Mr. Jones delivered ome of those master- 
ful sermons with which he moves thous- 
ands of human hearts toe teara. No joke, 
mo flash of humor, no slang fell from his 
lips as he held spell-bound the great con- 
course of people fer one hour and a quarter 
with a flow of beautifu] thoughts, of good 
words and touching incidents.

The Great Sermon in Full. 

Mr: Jones selected as his text the fol- 
lowing from the third chapter, tenth verse 
of Philippians: 

“That I might know Him and the power 
of His resurrection, and the fellowship of 
His sufferings, being made conformable 
unto His death.” 

His sermon was as follows: 

“We have in‘the text the aspirations 
and the supreme desire breathed forth of 
the greatest man in all history, for when 
I look at this man Saul of Tarsus, St. Paul 
the divine, from the standpoint of glo- 
rious, grand manhood I can scarcely find 
his peer in all history. St. Paul was great 
in the three essentials of greatness. He 
was first great in head—he had a clear, 
strong, vigorous mind that sought truth 
in all of its relations; a man with every 
faculty in perfect sarmony with every 
Other faculty, perception, conception, 
memory, judgment, reason, imagination, 
and every faculty of his great mind in as 
full play as the machinery of a locomotive 
engine. And then he had a great heart, 
pouring his’ sympathies like the gush of 
a river through every avenue of his great 
mind; and then he was great in the other 
essential of greatness—he was great in 
achievement. He had accomplished some- 
thing in the world’ in which he had lived. 
The more a man knows and the more a 
man feels and the more a man does, the 
greater is that man in the sight of God 
and the angels; and St. Paul was great in 
these three essentials. With a mind vig- 
orous and strong, with a heart broad 
enough to take in a universe, and with 
muscles and blood and mind and body vig- 
orously at work from sunup to sundown 
every day, making the world better, no 
wonder he could say, as his eyes swept 
the past, ‘I have fought the good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith. Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, will give to me 
in that day; and not unto me only, but 
unto all them that love His appearing.’ 

“When a great man like that stands up 
and breathes out the supreme desire of 
his soul, his supreme wish, I am going to 
hear what that desire is. St. Paul express- 
ed his supreme desire in the words of our 
text today. 

“In the first words of the text he says, 
“Fhat I might know.’ Brethren, there never 
Was a day so dark in the ages of the past 
when men who were men were not groping 
out after God. There never was a day 
when man looked at himself and his sur- 
roundings and environments and looked 
upward without wanting to know some- 
thing of the great eternal God. He wants 
to get closer to God and to know more uf 
God. In the darkest history of this world 
himanity has been anxious along these 
lines. As we go back down the vista of 
time about 4,000 years we see humanity 
groping in the darkness, despairing in the 
wilderness and the byways of earth, lost 
to God, lost to higher knowledge, lost to 
pride; and as they thus grappled with 
environment and groped in the darkness 
there was a day when all humanity gath- 
| ered together in one seething mass of ig- 
norance, of sinful men and women, and 
in that great seething multitude the su- 
preme wish was to see God, and they all 
looked up as one man and cried: ‘Oh, God, 
dost thou live and reign? Dost thou gov- 
ern men? Qh, God, speak! Let us know 
that thou dost live. Let us know that we 
@re not orphans wandering through this 
world lost to time and chance.’ And as 
they looked in the darkness above them 
a voice shouted out of the clouds, saying: 
‘I am!’ And they caught it up with glad 
refrain and said: ‘Our Father lives and 
reigns above us. We are not orphans lost 
to time and chance. Glory to Thee, oh 
God!’ And so humanity lived for a thou- 
sand years longer satisfied with this reve- 
lation, but the day came when the chil- 
dren of men, again groping in the darkness 
and despair, said to themselves: ‘We will 
gather again and cry out to our God and 
see if He, still lives and reigns above us;’ 
and the great multitude of human beings 
gathered again and looked up into the 
darkness of the clouds and cried to know 
if God still lived an@ reigned; and as they 
opened their ears, from the darkness above 
them a voice shouted back and said: ‘I 
am that I am;’ and iney cried exultantly: 
‘Glory to His name.. He has spoken to 
us more than He did t® our fathers before 
us. He still lives and reigns!’ Thank God 
that in the darkest ages of this world 
they have heard the voice of God and 
felt the pulsation of His great, loving 
fatherly heart. You may say what you 
please, the children of a great King can- 
not be satisfied long with suppression. Oh, 
my! how we have pined away here 
in Cartersville; how we have hung 
our hearts upon the willows; how 
we have said to each other as 
We met one another on the street, ‘Has 
God forgotten us?

But it is more than probable that 
when the eastern manufacturers were 
going through this performance they 
knew that there had not been a week 
during the past three years when the 
southern mill operatives, class for class, 
and hand for hand, had not earned more 
actual money than the operatives of 
New England. It is more than proba- 
ble that these manufacturers knew that 
they would only have to make the re- 
duction of 11 per cent then contemplat- 
ed and since carried out, to bring the 
wages of their operatives below the 
pauper level of Lancashire. 

The reason why all this is more than 
probable is perfectly obvious. In all 
matters pertaining to the business the 
New England cotton manufacturers are 
as accomplished as any in «the world. 
They know all about their own business 
and they know all about everything 
that is related to-it or that in any way 
touches it. ‘They may deceive others, 
but they themselves are not to be de- 
ceived. There is no fact having the 
remotest relation to their industry that 
they are not perfectly familiar with. 

When The Constitution g0ome months 
ago sent a staff correspondent to the 
center of the mill agitation in New Eng- 
land, the facts that he gathered enabled 
us to say with perfect confidence that 
the wages paid to the eastern operatives 
were relatively much lower /than those 
paid to the southern operatives. This 
statement has not been challenged in 
any quarter, though it is perfectly cer- 
tain that Mr. Atkinson, if he chose to 
do so, could prepare a set of compara- 
tive tables showing that, while the 
southern operatives had earned only $11 
apiece since the war, those of the east 
have been receiving, on an average, 
$1,100 a week. 

Meanwhile we are waiting for our 
eastern contemporaries to take up the 
Wool and Cotton 'Reporter’s figures and 
discuss them. 

The Daughter of the South. 

It must be with a heavy heart that 
every. citizen of the south will hear of 
the death of Miss Winnie Davis. 

But a few weeks ago fhis winsome 
lady looked for the last time into the 
eyes of the thousands of old confeder- 
ates gathered in Atlanta. Whenever 
she appeared it was as a queen, and no 
queen ever held her regal sway with so 
royal a grace : 

Declining marriage in order that she 
might bear the name of her honored 
father, she became at once the idol of 
her people, who loved her for her sweet 
personality, for her family name and for 
her cause. 

Passing into the deep valley, her mem- 
ory will live in the hearts of her people, 
and her name will take its place as one 
of the few not born to die. 
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Back to Spain. 

On Tuesday of last week Admiral 
Cervera with 1,800 officers and sailors 
embarked for home. Sadly different were 
the emotions with which they turned 
their faces toward Spain from toe emo- 
tions with which they set out for Cuban 
waters four months ago. 

Divesting ourselves of partisanship, 
we cannot fail to sympathize with the 
humiliation of the crestfallen Spaniards. 
They fought with splendid desperation, 
but they were no match for the brave 
men who stood behind our own guns; 
and consequently they lost everything. 


we only regret that unwise counsels on 
the part of the home government should 
have duped them into the necessity of 
fighting when there was no earthly 
“chance for them to win. They were 
led to believe that the United States 
could offer little resistance to the pow- 
er of Spain, but grievously were they 
dispossessed of this error. 

If intelligence held less disputed sway 
among the masses of Spain, that power 
could never have been induced to en- 
gage in difficulties with the United States. 
Indeed, we may safely believe that our 
terms would: have -been accepted with- 
out the effusion of one single drop of 
blood; or going further back still, we 
may well conclude that Spain would 
never have beén so bereft of reason as 
to suppose that she could trample with 
impunity upon the rights and liberties 
of her subjects. Ignorance has been 
the curse of Spain for generations past, 
and ignorance is the prime cause of the 
misfortunes which have overtaken that 
power. | 

Happily, the recent war has had the 
effect of calling Spain’s attention to the 
extent of her ignorance in some direc- 
tions at least. ‘This influence will be 
still further extended when Admiral 
Cervera and his officers and sailors 
reach honie. They will be enabled to 
open the eyes of Spain still further and 
to give that power some definite inform- 
ation concerning the resources of the 
United. States and the nobility of the 
American people. 
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The Situation in Crete. 

Within the “ast few days the little 
island of Crete in the Mediterranean 
sea has once more become the focal cen- 
ter of international interest, and unless 
some effectual check is speedily applied 
to the evils which have recently broken 
loose in that quarter with such destruc- 
tive results, there is no telling what 
the consequences may be. Since the 
equilibrium which exists between the 
European powers is anything else but 
Stable, it is not beyond the pale of 
things probable that the present disturb- 
ance in Crete may prove the entering 
wedge of grave international difficulties 
involving Great Britain, Ruasia, Ger- 
many, France, Austria-Hungary and 
Italy. 

‘Most of the troubles in Crete hereto- 
fore have taken the form of ‘popular 
uprisings on the part of the Christians 
against the Moslems, but in the present 
disturbance this order has been reversed, 
and the Moslems have uprisen against 
the Christians. This grows out of the 
status of affairs which has existed in 
Crete since the European powers form- 
ally took that island in charge several 
months ago. 


We feel no hostility toward them and

over Crete. powers are Great 
Britain, Russia, Germany, France, Au- 
stria-Hungary and Italy, In January 


‘of this year they formulated plans for 


the management of the island to the fol- 
lowing effect: | 

1. The island to continue under the 

sovereignty of the sultan, but the ad- 
ministration of its affairs to be modi- 
fied after that at present in vogue in 
Roumania. ; 
2. The island to be given a Christian 
governor, appointed by the sultan for a 
period of five years, with the consent of 
the powers. 

8. The governor of the island to be 
vested with the controi of its military 
forces. 

4. The Turkish garrison to be reduced 
as order becomes re-established on the 
island. , 

5. The executive power to be vested 
in a national assembly in which all the 
elements of the population shall be rep- 
resented, and bills to receive the force 
of law after being sanctioned by the 
governor. 

6. The governor to be empowered to 
negotiate certain prescribed loans for 
the purpose of meeting immediate needs. 

7 The direct and indirect revenues 
of the island to be applied to the bene 
fit of the island. 

8. The island to pay a definite amount 
of tribute money to the sultan. 

If the plans thus outlined had been 
put into effect, everything might have 
worked well, but unhappily for the 
island, they were not put into effect. 
The powers could not agree, in the first 
place, upon the choice of a governor for 
the island, and the duties of that positon 
have been exercised by a Turkish com- 
missioner. In the election of members 
to the national assembly the. Mosiem 
element of the population has steadily 
refused to participate, and consequently 
that body has been largely controlled 
by Christians, who have filled the im- 
portant offices of the government with 
adherents of the same faith. This ex- 
plains the recent uprising op the part 
of the Moslems in Candia, who under- 
took to prevent Christians from being 
placed in the charge of the tax receipts 
at that place. In the confusion which 
followed they succeeded in looting the 
German, British and Spanish consulates 
and in playing havoc generally. The 
ships in the harbor found it necessary 
to fire upon the city for the purpose of 
compelling order, and this only added 
to-the damage. Altogether, it is esti- 
mated that 700 Unhristians lost their 
lives, including several British soldiers. 
indeed, the British vice comsul js said 
fo have been one of the victims. 

What the outcome of the affair will 
be it is difficult to say. The commander 
of the British squadron in Cretan waters 
has demanded of Turkey that the ring- 
leaders in the affair be delivered up for 
punishment, but thus far they have not 
been delivered up. Things are most 
decidedly in bad shape, and something 
must be done. Great Britain will like 
ly take decisive action of some kind, 
since she is more deeply aggrieved than 
any of the other powers by reason of 
her losses in the recent outbreak. The 
only proper disposition to make of ‘the 
island is to-take it away from Turkey 
and annex it to Greece. AJntil this is 
done, Crete will continue to be the abode 
of strife. 
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“Mastery of the Exchanges.” 

The Springfield Republican, remarking 
on the fact that our manufacturers, as 
shown in the merchandise statement for 
August, “are continuing to press their 
invasion of outside markets to the strik- 
ing extent recently made manifest,” 
gives this explanation: ‘This is the 
work of the lower level of commodity 
prices enforced by our maintenance of 
the world’s standard of values.” 

But something else is also enforced by 
our maintenance of the world’s stand- 
ard of values, and that is a level of 
wages lower than that of the pauper la- 
bor of Europe. We are degrading our 
laboring classes in order that our man- 
ufacturers may compete with those of 
Europe who have already degraded their 
labor to the pauper level. 

Now this may be a sign of commer- 
cial triumph—of “‘progress’’—but to our 
eyes it has another and a different col- 
or. In another article, we have re- 
ferred to the pauper wages paid to New 
Efigiand’s operatives; but this is only 
one class. Those who are curious about 
fhe matter may examine the export fig- 
ures for themselves and wherever they 
see any particular line of goods holding 
its ®wn or increasing, they may know 
that the wages of those who iproduce the 
goods are below the pauper level of Bu- 
rope; otherwise, it would be impossible 
for manufacturers to compete with Eu- 


} rope in her own markets. 


The situation, as The Republican says, 
gives us a “mastery of the foreign ex- 
changes,” but we would prefer to see 
the wage earners and the producing 
classes with a mastery of comfort, if 
not of prosperity.

New York Telegraph of a few days 
back the falling of the Rough Riders into 
a Spanish ambush somewhére and at some 
time in Cuba, and their rescue therefrom 
by the Ninth cavalry. The story loses no 
interest because it isn’t true, for Mr. Lewis 
's equally delightful in truth and fiction, 
but it suggests some timely comment. The 
negroes of the Ninth were a part of Gen- 
eral Wheeler’s division, and helped Roose- 
velt’s men in the &dvance beyond San 
Juan, but there was never an ambush at 
Santiago, or even a suggestion of one. If 
the Spaniards were possessed of the fight- 
ing genius of the Apache Indians there 
would have been a slaughter alung the 
Siboney trail] that would have made the 
taking ot Santiago a matter of years in- 
stead of days and Shafter. 

In his picturesque way Mr. Lewis tells 
of the rush of the Ninth to save the Rough 
Riders, and then sums up, as a sort of 
moral to the account, this verdict: 


“In the equation of America the negro 
is a quantity of emphasis and note. But 
his modesty and his timid lack of self- 
assertion have won him but meager recog- 
nition, The history of Santiago has shown 
him decisive in the hot press of war; @ 
giance backward will display him leaving 
an equal impress on the cooler pages of 
peace. In the St. Louis convention every 
fourteenth man was a black man. The 
negro delegates named McKinley. The ne- 
ero delegates made the platform for gold. 
The negro’s convention elimination would 
have let silver succeed. The negro at St. 
Louis gave to the dominant party in the 
nation both its candidate and its principles. 
In Noyember the negro elected the one 
and upheld the other. 

“Take the black man out of politics dur- 
ing the last three years and you would 
take McKinley from the white house, Reed 
from the speakership, Dingley from. the 
Ways and means. Bryan and free silver 
would have gone to victory save for the 
negro; while gold, protection and MeKin- 
ley would have been beaten to the earth. 
Even Hanna holds his present senate seat 
by one vote, and that the vote of a negro 
from Cuyahoga county, And what has the 
negro to show for it all? Certainly not the 
offices. At least, then, don’t grudge to the 
Kallant black Ninth cavalry the glory of 
its work at Santiago.”’

Those who saw the negroes fight will 
pot grudge him anything—not even Mr. 
Lewis’s tribute to his modesty and tim- 
idity, which is possibly more pronounced 
on Thompson street and South Fifth avé- 
nue than it is in Géorgia. But the Ninth 
did not do any more than the Tenth caval- 
ry and the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
infantry to prove that a black skin beneath 
a blue uniform is a combination that 
means something fn the fighting line, and 
all four of these brave and hardy regiments 
should take the same place ih history. It 
is the political suggestion in Mr. Lewis's 
philosophical conclusion that attracted my 
attention, and in replying to it I may say, 
with all propriety, that my words are but 
the echo of sentiments expressed by men 
whose experiences in camp and in action, 
in peace and in war,.make them but a 
minor chord in a general chorus that 
means something. - 

No negro has yet won the right to wear 
shoulder straps. He has never yet dem- 
onstrated his fitnéss for executive position 
in the army, He is brave, he is true, he is 
patient—if his white commander is. He 
will sleep in the mud and go without food 
and march in the hot sun and fight like 
the devil—but a white man has to lead 
him. This may be because the graduation 
of colored men at West Point has always 
been discofraged, or it may be because the 
regutars at Santiago were so accustomed 
to taking orders from white officers that 
they refused to put confidence in the offi- 
cers of their owh race, but there is ample 
evidence to prove {hat it is true, I am 
earnestly in favor of giving to the color- 
ed soldier every opportunity to show how 
good a soldier he can be, but to give him 
shoujder Straps as a political reward—in 
the same way that he is made a postmias- 
ter or a collector of the port—would be to 
ruin him and his men and to cheapen the 
American uniform. And I believe that 
those of the Ninth who are honestly strug-

WOULD REALIZE ABOUT $200,000 


The Part To Be Sold Would Include 
the New Plot, Which Is Not 
Much Used. 


A plan to improve Grant park is being 
talked about and it involves the sale of a 
portion of the park. Just who started the 
talk is not known, but yesterday and sev- 
eral days before, the matter was discussed 


among some of the city officials who are in--« 


terested in the park and its improvements. 

The park as ‘t was originally, consisted 
of the large square p donated by Colonel 
L. P. Grant. Afterwards the city purchas- 
ed forty-four acres, which were added to 
the park proper. The new plat forms a 
fort of*an “‘L” to the park, and is very 
seldom visited. 

It it now suggested that the forty-four 
acres be laid off into lots for homes and be 
sold by the city. Nearly two ‘hundred large 
lots could be made and sold for at least 
$1,000 a lot, the whole netting $200,000. 

With the money obtained from the sale 
of lots it is proposed to beautify the park. 

The forty-four acres is a fine body of 
land, and there are already wide roadways 
through it. 

A gentleman who seems to be taking 
quite an interest in the matter, said yes- 
terday morning: : 

“The new home site could be called some- 
thing like ‘Park Place,’ and could be made 
one of the finest spots in the state. It ap- 
pears to me‘ that the forty-four acres are

Washington, September 18.—(Special.)— 
From what is accessible to #he casual in- 
quirer, there is likely at no distant date 
to be a shaking up of the administration 
of some of the federal courts in their re- 
lations with the judicial branch of the 
government. If there is not, there ought 
to be, for the good and decency of the 
public service. Reform and retrenchment 
are particularly needful in the conduct of 
certain southern districts from judge down 
to commissioners where these officers hold 
positiong derived from republican adminis- 
trations, 

Recent irregularities and discrepancies in 
accounts rendered the department of jus- 
tice covering expenditures and disburse- 
ments in southern federal judicia) districts 
have occasioned no ‘little talk among those 
whose duties and interests are concerned | 
in the transactions. Accounts from the 
southern courts which are disallowed are 
held up and have now become common 
twice-told tales to the department. The 
court examiners send in their reports of 
the irreguiarities and the next notable sé- 
quence is the appearance in Washington 
of the guilty, negligent or inefficient of- 
ficers, who come here to eee if they cannot 
straighten out their records, explain things 
and get money. Their anxious visages at 
the departments indicate they are on no 
happy mission. The accounts of the de- 
partment of justice are handied in the 
treasury department by the auditor for the 
state, war and other departments. ‘This 
auditor, formerly Knuwn ag the fifth audi- 
tor, publishes annaally a condensed, but 
meaty, little report, which contaius scarce- 
ly anything but Ntgutes. The report for 
this year is yet in process of preparation 
but a comparison of former reports, as 
they relate to the expenses of the southern 
federal courts, especialty those of Ala- 
bama, wiil show en>dugh to produce some- 
thing more than surmise as to the why 
and wherefore thereof, 

In the first place, it is remarkable that 
the Alabama federal courts, which are 
presided over by two udges—Bruce for th: 
northern and middle districts, and Toulmin 
for the southern—cost the government in 
proportion to the amount of business trans- 
acted far more than thase of any other 
state; and in fact, the aggregate sum of 
money paid for court expenses in Ala- 
bama is not only more than that of any 
other state in the south, but almost as 
large as what .s expended for the federa) 
courts in New York, the most populou: 
and wealthy state in the union. The salary 
of the two judg 2s in Alabama is $5,000 each 
of the two United States marshals, $4,000 
eacm; and one for the southern division 
$3,0W0. The district attorneys get corre- 
sponding salaries. There are the usual al. 
lowances for deputy marshals, assistant 
attorneys, clerk hire, etc. The expense 
items for these are not largely different 
from those of other courts. But there is ¢ 
glaring contrast in the amounts allowed 
for commissioners and wiiness fees. Ala- 
bama is surprising in this particular. Her 
are the totals of expenditures and disburse- 
ments for the federal courts in the strictly 
Southern states covering the past thre 
years:

“Religion in the Home” Was the Theme 
of His Discourse. 


PANY ATTENDED SERVICES 


He Pointed Out Lessons in the Duty of 
Parents to Children. 


HOME THE MOST SACRED OF INSTITUTIONS 


His Remarks Were Forceful and Strik- 
ing—Night Services at Trinity 
Conducted by Dr. Lovejoy. 


REV. I. 8S. HOPKINS PREACHED A 
forceful and eloquent sermon at the morn- 
ing services at Trinity yesterday on “Re- 
ligion in the Home.” He took for his text: 
“But as for me ,and my house, we will 
serve the Lord,” last chapter and fifteenth 
verse of the Book of Joshua, and handled 
his subject in a manner that held the close 
attention of the large congregation, 

He said that in speaking of his home, 
Joshua did not mean simply his wife and 
children, but the whole tribe of which he 
was a member, and that consequently 
his assertion affected not one or two of 
a househoid, but a great number of people 
who were foliowers vf the truth. br. 


Hopkins said:

“The mind of a chiid when it is young 
is like wax, pliable and subject to im- 
pressions of ali kinds, and during that pe- 
riod of its life it shouid be given the spirit- 
ual training that will tema to make it a 
good and God-fearing man or woman. ‘he 
aifference of right and wrong should be 
instilled into the minds of the young at 
an early age, and if suvn is done, the train- 
ing will stick to it throughout life. 

‘There is nothing that brings to the 
surface the savage nature and instincts 
of a man more than 10 have the honor of 
the family name assailed, and yet were 
religion taught more in the homes through- 
out the land the possibilities of having the 
honor of the family name assailed would 
be less. Parents seem to think that if 
they send their children to the Sunday 
school and to the church that their tre- 
sponsibilities for the spiritual welfare of 
their sons and daughters are at an end. 
This is one of the very greatest of mis- 
takes that parents are continually mak- 
ing. The first place that a child should 
beccme acquainted with religion is in its 
own home, and the lesson thus taught it 
in infancy will influence it for good 
throughout later yeais. 

‘The home is one of the most sacred 
institutions that exists and it should be 
the aim and ambitiou of every father and 
mother in the land to make that home 
the most attractive place in existance to 
their children. If they don’t, then the 
children will go elsewhere, and to places 
that will not be conducive to their moral 
wellfare. 

“When I pass by those gilded palaces of 
vice that are on every hand, with their 
handsome mirrors and glittering glassware, 
and which are crowded with the youth and 
old age of the land, then I feel sure that 
there are some homes that have not been 
made attractive. 

‘The home is the mainstay of the coun- 
try, and around it should cluster all that 
is true and beautiful in this life. To the 
influences of the home may be attributed 
the good and had that is in existence, be- 
cause the teachings of the home are more 
influential in the lives of men than almost 
anything else that we know of.” 

Dr. Hopkins made a very strong plea 
to the fathers and mothers to look more 
carefully after the moral and spiritual 
training of their children and to graft 
into their lives the good of religion. 

The night services at Trinity were con- 
ducted by Dr. Lovejoy, the presiding elder 
of the north Atlanta district. 


‘DR. BROUGHTON AT COLUMBIA. 


The Religious Services Held at Colum- 
bia Theater Yesterday Were 
Largely Attended. 

The religious services conducted by Dr. 
Broughton and Evangelist Gales at the 
Columbia theater yesterday afternoon were 
largely attended The parquet and bal- 
cony of the theater were both crowded, 
and many who were unable to secure seats 

down stairs went into the gallery. 

The music was furnished by a special 
orchestra and choir of half a hundred 
voices, under the direction of Mr. Wolf- 
suhn, who sang several solos during the 
services. The choir occupied the stage and 
many of those in the house joined in sing- 
ing the hymns. 

Dr. Broughton selected as his text: “One 
thing thou lackest’’—Mark x, 25—and in 
the course of his remarks said that the one 
thing that Atlanta needed was the re- 
moval of the liquor traffic. He paid his 
respects to the politicians of the city and 
called upon the Christian voters to cast 
their ballots only for those men who were 
against hisky. He said that no man 
should vote for a candidate who was in 
favor of throwing the gates of the city 
wide open. 

“We have been accused of trying to 
drag religion into politics,’ said he, “and 
would to God that we could do so. Tt 
would mean clean and honest politics at 
least.”” . 

Evangelist Gales followed Dr. Broughton 
and spoke on the same line.

Baltimore and Ohio's New Owners Are 
Still Hard at Work. 


THE INSPECTION NOW BEGINS 


Estimate of Betterments of the Entire 
System Wil¥ Be Submitted. 


SOME EXTENSIVE IMPROVEMENTS PROMISED 


Fast Line Will Be Operated from At- 
lantic Seaboard Through to St. 
Louis and Chicago. 


Cincinnati, September 18.—The officials of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. who were 
in conference here yesterday and last 
night, continued their meeting today. Re- 
ceiver John K. Cowen left tonight for Bal- 
timore. Receiver Oscar G. Murray, General 
Manager William M. Green and others will 
leave tomorrow morning on a tour of in- 
spection from here to Columbus, Newark 
and Sandusky, thence over the Chicago di- 
vision. 

While the coaference here is believed to 
have been on estimates for betterments of 
the Southwestern system, it is stated that 
Receiver Murray will make a report on the 
Same subject on the trans-Ohio division, 
‘rom Pittsburg and Wheeling to Chicago, 
to the reorganization committee for the 
new purchasers which include leading capi- 
talists in the northwest. It is stated that 
the purpose is not only to have a great 
trans-continental line through Chicago and 
the northwest, but also to have a fast line 
from the Atlantic seaboards to St. Louis, 
and that the whole Southwestern system 
will be soon equipped with ninety-pound 
rails after the grades are changed and 
other improvements made. So far most of 
the improvements under the receivers have 
been east of the Ohio river, and now the 
road is to be perfected west of the Ohio, 
and with double track seme of the distance. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern sys- 
tem, from Parkersburg through Cincinnati 
and Louisville, is now in the hands of re- 
ceivers, but it is understood it is included 
in the reorganization. The Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern system includes the 
lines of the old Cincinnati, Baltimore and 
Washington Railway Company and of the 
old Ohio and Mississippi Railway Company. 
When the last named was purchased, six 
years ago, the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
guaranteed the bonds of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern railway, and the South- 
western system is practically operated as 
a division of the trunk line, the connecting 
link from Parkersburg to Grafton being 
run for the southwestern connections, and 
at the conference here it was proposed to 
put this whole system in the best possible 
physical condition for fast time to St. 
Louis, and then to improve the equipment. 

In connection with the proposed changes 
of the new purchasers, it is stated that 
Receiver Cowen has gone to confer with 
the representatives of the holdings of Johns 
Hopkins's University, and that when Presi- 
dent E. R. Bacon returns to New York to- 
morrow night he will see interested parties 
in New York and after conferring with 
their organization committee, go to Europe 
to confer with English interests. It is the 
current report here that Cowen will be 
president of the new company and Murray 
vice president, with Mr. Bacon in the new 
board as well as the capitalists from the 
east and the northwest.

Nichols claims that 
he did the shooting in self defense and 
Chisholm says it was done without cause. 

Mounted Officer Eddleman made the 
arrests, and says that quite a crowd was 
around the place where the shooting oc- 
curred. The negroes had been arranging 
for a trolley ride on one of the cars. Nich- 
ols was talking to a mulatto girl named 
when Henry Chisholm 
walked up to her and asked if she wanted 
to buy a ticket on the trolley ride. 

She ¥aid “‘no,” and Nichols said if she 
wanted a ticket he would buy her one, 

“You thaven’t got no money,” said Chis- 
holm, and with that he caught hold of 
Nichols’s coat. It is said that Nichols 
backed away and began shooting at Chis- 
holm. He fired two shots, the first one 


went over his shoulder and the other passed 


through the left thigh, going entirely 
through the body from the front to the 
rear. Chisholm fell to the ground and was 
earried to his home, which was Only a 
short distance away. 

Mounted Officer Eddleman, who was near 
the place, immediately arrested Nichols. 
It is charged by Chisholm that Ed Mathews 
told Nichols to shoot him and gave him $5 
to get out of town, This is corroborated 
by other. witnesses. It is not thought that 
Chisholm will die, although he is said to be 
dangerously wounded. 

Nichols says that the was talking to the 
Redding woman when Chisholm came up 
and interfered. He says that the offered to 
buy the Redding girl a ticket when Chis- 
holm hit ‘him in the face with his fist, and 
that he was coming on him when he pulled 
the pistol and shot. He claims he did it in 
self defense. He says he has never had a 
quarrel with Chisholm before. 

Chisholm says he did not speak to Nich- 
ols, but when he interfered in the conver- 
sation he pushed him away and immediate- 
ly Nichols began to shoot at him. Ed 
Mathews does not claim to know anything 
of the trouble. 

Hersche] Jetty and Fannie Keith, Lizzie 
Redding and another negro, named “Tad,”’ 
corroborate the story told by Nichols. 
Much excitement was caused by the row, 
but this was soon quieted by the police. 
Nichols and Mathews will be tried today.

The Thurmond will contest case wil] be 
reopened in the courts this week and more 
interesting developments are expected to 
come to the surface. The case was set for 
a hearing iast Tuesday, but was not reach- 


ed and will probably be taken up this week. 

This is one of the most imteresting cases 
of the kind that has ever come up in the 
courts and involves 4 large and valuable 
estate of the late Dr. F. D. Thurmond, 
who died several years ago. Last year a 
long and interesting contest took place in 
the court of ordimary in an effort made by 
Mrs. Mary G. Thurmond, widow of the late 
Dr. Thurmond, to have the will broken. 

The other contestea was Mrs, Florence 
Underwood, a niece of Dr. Thurmond. In 
his will the testator left to his widow only 
a life interest in the property, willing the 
bulk of it after his wife’s death to hia 
niece, Mrs. Underwood. The will was at- 
tacked on the alleged ground that Dr. 
Thurmond was not of sane mind at the 
time he wrote his will. 

In the trial before Judge Hulsey last 
year a large amount of testimony was in- 
troduced to prove the sanity on the one 
side and the insanity wn the other sid>2 
of the le.te doctor. The amount of testi- 
mony wus very great. ‘the contest com- 
menced on February 16th and was con- 
vluded on March 2d. . 

It was brought out on the trial of the 
case that Dr. Thurmond was an enthusiast 
on the subject of flying machines: that he 
had a three-wheeled buggy and was eccen- 
tric on a number of subjects. After the 
evidence was all in Judge Hulsey rendered 
his decision. He sustained the will. Mrs. 
Thurmond then appealed the case to the 
superior court and it will be reached there 
probably this week, 

The motion for a receiver for the Frank- 
lin Printing and Publishing Company will 
also be heard probably today. The case 
was set for a hearing on Saturday. but 
was not reached. On account of the ill- 
ness of Mr. Hoke Smith, who represents the 
Diaintiffs, it may be longer pusipuuea until 
he can be present at the tourt. 

Moody Case To Be Opened. 

The motion for.a new trial in tne case 
of the state versus John T. Muody is 
echeduled for a hearing today before Judge 
John D. Berry. The case will be nandled 
by Mr. Luther Rosser and Charley Hopkins 
for Mr. Moody and Hammond. Skeen & 
Langley and Solicitor O’Neil for the sta‘e. 

At the August term of tne court Mr. 
Moody was convicted of fraud and sgen- 
tenced te a term of six months in jail and 
fined $500, or in default of fayment eix 
months in the ohaingang. His attorneys 
made a motion for a new trial at once and 
this motion will probably be heard today. 

Exceptions are takom to the rulingr of 
Judge Berry and this forms the founda- 
tion of the motion. Mr. Moody now has 
two indictments against him for the same 
offense, but based on other grounds. These 
are expected to come up for a hearing at

ALTHOUGH NOTHING HAS BEEN 
heard by Chairman Adair of the building 
committee of the board of county com- 
missioners as to when the jail will be 
ready to be turned over to the county, it 
is believed that the finishing touches will 
be placed upon it this week and official 
notification of the completion of it given 
to the county commissioners. 

More delay has been caused by putting 
in the interior than was expected ‘and a 
month ago it was thought in two weeks 
time the jail would we occupied by the 
sheriff and his deputies, but up to this 
time there is still some doubt when the 
Structure wili be ready. 

From an outward view the building 
seems to be complete, but the interior is 
yet unfinished, and as the work is very 
minute, no definite time can be fixed upon 
as to when the last nail will be driven. 
The interior is said to resemble a fine 
hotel more than a jail on account of the 
handsome manner in which it is arranged 
and the beautiful wood—what little there 
is of it—used in its make-up. 

When the jail has been turned over to 
the commissioners it will be thoroughly 
inspected and tested. This will be an in- 
teresting process and of the greatest im- 
portance will attach to it. Every part of 
the jail will be examined and each eell 
must be carefully looked after td learn 
that there are no defects of any kind. 
Every outside portion of the building will 
also be looked into so that no weaknesses 
in the wall or inclosure exist by which 
the prisoners may escape. 

A day or two will be set aside for the 
general public to visit it and see what a 
magnificent structure the county has for 
keeping its prisoners. Many people have 
expressed great curiosity to see the in- 
terior of the new jail. Its beauty and 
worth has been discussed so much by those 
who have seen it that it is probable great 
crowds will visit it when it ls thrown open 
to the public. 

Every feature of it is said to be perfect 
in, detail. It was designed for convenience 
as well as q safe place for the prisoners, 
and it is considered one of the finest jails 
in the south. The latest methods in jail 
structure and hardware and building ma- 
terials havté been used in its construction 
and it is considered complete in every 
particular. 

A certain time will be set aside after 
its completion for the county commission- 
ers and other county officers to visit it. 
The city officers, too, will probably be 
invited to inspect thé structure and the 
occasion of its formal opening will be an 
important one. 

Little time will be required for the 
change to be made from the old jail to the 
new one. Sheriff Nelms is anxious to get 
into the new structure, and he has ar- 
ranged his plans far ahead for the re- 
moval of the prisoners and the executive 
office of the jail. The prisoners will be 
chained together and carried there in a 
body. They wil] then be distributed to 
their respective departments. This will 
require very little time. Every part of
